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Autobiography 
of 
RICHARD JONES JR. 7 / 


I, Richard Jones Jr., son of Richard Jones and Mary J. Cunzings, was 
born 15th. of Oct. 1856, at Provo, Utah. My parents then cane to Heber, 
which was then called Provo Valley, with the very first company who cane 
and breught their families with then with tre intention of making hones 
and trying to raise grain and potatoes in «his climate. Thie valley had 
been used as a summer rante by the psonle of Provo City for sone years. 
and there had been q little hay cut and a few head of cattle fea through 
the winter of 1858 said to be hy Wa. Meeks, Wn. Cunsinzs and Robert Part-- 
er.. ‘im. i. “all also had built a house anc wintered some stock on the 
river below where Charleston was later built. But, Ín the sprinz of 1859 
sone 17 families came Cetermined to establish homes where land and waver 
were here ready to be used by those who nad the courage to risk raising 
crops where the seqsousure known to be very short and the snow in the 
winter Cell usually fron 2 to 3 feeu @eep and where they vere practically 
shut in from December to April. This was the condition these brave men 
and women whe settled here in early days nad to contend withe. 

A survey of what was called the"big field’ had been made and having 
brought their plows and farmins gmplements with them they went to work 
on their claine usually 20 acres each. Tae lend “as not surveyed by the 
government until about 1875. They only had whet vac called “squatters 
rights’or claim to their lend up to that tine. In those days it was no 
disgrace to be poor because every»ody was poor. Everybocy used oxen for 
teams in trose days for every purpose and thougn very slow and awkward 
to manage in many waysthey were a very profitabée tear. We used to work 
them all day and then turn them out on the range to pick up their feed 
during the night. Then when they got too old for work ve would turn them 
out on the hills in the springtine after they nad bean used to put in 
the crops and let then get fat. Ans the poorer the oxen was when turned 
out the better and more tender the beef was in the fall. And the old ox 
when fat would buy another young ox again. One good thing in tnose days 
was the fact that there was plenty of good bunch grass all over the 
valley amonpg the sage brugh and splendid feed in the canyons on the hills. 

As a boy I attended school when it was in session, but schools at 
that time were not held nore than two uarters in the year, and lacked 
a creat deal of being up-to-date as we now have them.. Still I got a fair- 
ly good start in reading writing and arithmeticx Mo that I could do my 
own business without any trouble later in life. ‘Then quite young I can 
remember of working in the hay field with my fatery bare-footed, anà also 

Ming harvest time hebpins to rake the bundles of wheat and oats as my father 
and otners cut them down with what we called a cradle. Later we got reap-- 
ers drawn by horses to cut the grain which was quite an improvement, but for 
many years we still had to bind by hand. Eay also had to be cut witn a 
scythe by hand which was very hard and very slow work. 

The first ruiu of oncerwear I nad was made by ay mother out of common A 
factory. I vas then l2 years a of age and was goinz out to Fort Bridger, 
Wyo. With ə load of potatoes. I was driving one team and my father another. 
On our way beck we stopped at the head of Echo Canyon and worked some tine 
with our veans hauling vies for the Union Pacific Retlroad that was being 

built. Nen witha teans got $10. oer Gay; wonderful Wages in those days. |

We treveled al. dny, elong in tue middle of she dey ve got into a 
disoute 29 which way to so. They oll decided against me snd wanted 
to go one >» and I wanted to go the other. We went the way the ia jority 
wonted to me. We circled for hours, the first th’'ng ve knew we came onto 
our old trees, so e knew we were lost; so they pnt the way I vaņed to 
TO. We treveled on till ni nat, along in the hol? isnt we came onto our 
old camp of the night before. ` We kept treviling, the snow got so deep 
that we hea to bree’ roed fcr our horses. We troveled several days and 
ran out of crud, ll we had was abut “ive vounda of salt.. We came to the 
heed of 2 Little canyon, kind of a cut through the mountain.. I told them 
we had to zo down the svele anà it would lead us down to the Strawberry 
Valley. We nad a big mountein rense to cross to come into the Valley,

Ve sot srosung the tire 211 thet nignt drinzin: soupe 
The next morning we moved on up a little ween ond came to the Strawberry 
Valleĝğy. The reagon we knew it was thesStrawberry Valley was because we ihe 
found sone old sawdugt around the eater in +e drifts, there hed been a 
iLL up theriver so we know tt murt neve been sone sawdust that had 
been vaeched down therivcer.

We Left the treil andtook a cut-off to Duchesne. We sede cann on the Duch-- 
esne River and took the Lishtest wan in the crozd snd put him on the strong-- 
est horse ond started him out to the Uinta Agency at Wniterock to set sup— 
plies. 

While he er cone ve tried to catch crows by sutting greins 2f corn 
tnat hed been dro`psd on the old camp ground on some fish hooxs that we 
had, but we couldn't catch any. There vere » lot of work oxen, 9nd I tried 
to persane the bogs to kill one of then, but 4% woulän't. Then I want— 
ed to rope one, snus nin to a’ tree snd cut hie tai! off and nake ox-tail 
soup, but they wouldn't co thet. In a day or two Rob Snyder cane along 
frou Ashley going towerd Heber. We sew im ‘hen he was about 2 mile away, F 
some of us sot on ~ horse enc stooped him. He came to camo on a horse, let-- 
tins his tean go on. He brought us four or five big loavee of bread ond 
about a wasn dish of potatoes. We got a neal out ~f that. Then we vent 
anoth r dey before provisicns came. The next ary our man creme back. Hey 
brought two Indians with ict of provisions so we thousht we would lay 
over 4 she or two snd recruit We were still cemped there when Captain 
Dodie and Major Critenlow came in fron towaràs Heber. They told us t ey 
couldn i heve got throush bat for » big h rd of cattle thet had come th= 
rouïh end brokex the tril. They told us it was impossible for us to get 
back throuch, tney peraunded usto turn around -naro with then to the Uinte 
ney at Waiterock, fron there we could go to Green River City 9nd come 
in on the U. P. Railroed. 

We steyed at Whiteroc’: one day. The next day we went to Ashley with 
Copt. Dod e. He wags tne only white non living 2t Ashley. He hsd a log 
cabins I camped there thet night, he vers aded ue to stay with him that 
Winter. I wags ging to stay with him ani the rest were going to Green 
River City. “hile were eating breakfast one morning before they made t 
the stert, ny lather ond Fred Reasbend ecnme vokins in through the door. 

They got usio +o beck ith them, my father said I would seen like a dead 

man to my mother if I steyed out there ell winter. There was one fellow 

by the neme of Ropper in the oorty, he had on 71d horse, ond he be:sed us 

to let him cone with us. So the three of us ofthe surveying perty, my 

fother and Fred Resend come back this wesy. The cettle hed best 2 treil 

throucsh the snow and thot .nables usto cone beck throuzh that trail. When 

we got on the top in Strawberry Valley ‘¢ were several wegons. They 

ell lied two one tiree beds ond wegon bows on enéthey were 911 snowed un-- 

Ger. The alvhest of the boxes stuck cut four or six inches out o/t..e snow. 
we got to wheat yar clli the Poldier's Canin in-Strevberry Valley.

AGNES CAMPBELL JOSES 7 


Agnes Conpbelt was the eldest deughter of Thomas Cenmpbell end 
Elizapeth Davis. She ver bor av Cegar Criy, Uvan, Feoruary 14, 1858, 
unree years otter the arrivei of her parents in Uteh rrom Scotlona. At 
the tine of her paren her doghe had vers little to ert for chree aryse. 
The Incions were acti very bed end tt 1 dere nou ge, to tee mila to 


get tlour, but she Seca: iraaed a beni ul shawl she ned bro: 


Scotlend for flour tu 19st thes for a while. She couid rexember when 
ive young of ner “otautr bakin, bread ant cooxing an ox to feed che wien 
Gerd to Srevent the Indiane rr comins, in tre town and 
Z their lives. They ured to rains the vell for the people to gather 
in the maeetins, house “hen there was grent denger. She reaembered of the 
family livin’ in a du;-out for sone yerrs. They suffered nany herdsaips 
and privations while they lived in Cedar City.. From there the family 
moved to Salina, out erv driven on there oy the Indians who stole all 
their stock. Then in 1655 they came to Never where she ¿pent her sirl- 
hood drys. Sne wos then seven years old. Here she went to school and 
got a fair education. Sne also attended sunday school and learned sony 
things pertaining to the gospel. Her parents alfo took great pains to 
teach ang train her the home, so che grew up in a full faith of the 
Gospel. She was a remaclr attendant at neectine and wee 9 member ofthe 
choir. She was considered one of tne nicest young wonen in Heber. Sne 
was married to Richard Jones Jr. in zhe Endowient House in Salt Lake City, 
May 15, 1876, Provably by Deniel H. Yelle. They made their home in Heber 
the first fer years oftheir narried life end here sore cf the older child-- 
ren were bame. Then her husoend tonk up a hemesiced on Center Creek where 
the fom ly were practically all rniced. She was the nother of nine child-- 
ren, and was a very patient and affectionate wife to her huspnend and a 
true helpate in every sense of the Word. She made the best use of what 
ere iato her hands. She wes a renl lover ofhone and seldom left it for 
Pny purpose. Althousn never fillin; eny public ofvice in the church she 
hed > full faith in the gospel and ene>urszed her children to help in every 
organizasion of the church. She wes also faithful in the payment of her 
tithing.. Her oldent son, Eddie, e very fine young men died of typhoid 
fever in 1910, which wes the cause of much sror:owto her and the familys 
but sne wes never known to murmer or coimleine She hed been in peor nealth 
rears and in Novenber 1925 she wos etricken with paralysis and 
vise up to ler derth on January 2, 1026, she was unable to help 
; to any exgent. Her daughters waited on her dey and nizht and dia 
all thet ccuid possibly be Gone to make her comfortable uo to the end. 
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unerel services were hel in the Stake House ond the building wes 
ta frier As anc reiatives to show their sympathy. Sister dene Hatch

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I cin renenber her eccins across the stre t from her hone to ours with 
her criso white apron on over her orvy house-dress, snd ver white wavy 
hair combed up so pretty and a bob cn the tos of kher head. She used 

to cone over end help Moa nix breed and work the butter. I used to zet 


a little chair and stand by the table end watch ner work tre butter, she 


would cut off little dabs ond put them on the side of the plate so that 
I could eat tuem, Tren after -aixins the bread she always had to leve 
50 in the pan for ze to olay with. 

No difference how worried or sick Granda wes when she sat down to 
rock a baby sie always sang to it. Her f-vorite songs were gome of the 
Old Scotchish Melodies. 

Today (Jan. 10,.1041) I went out to tele to Aunt Mamie (Mery Ann 
Cunnbell Clyde, Grendua's sister) she told ve a few things vertrining 
to Grendne's girlnool. Sze satd, "nen Arnes anda I were just girle we 
lived in 2 little log cebin thet Fether had built. Father used to -~et 
up carly in the morn’n =e and build the fir- then Agnes ana I would get 
up to prenire breexte;t for the femily. We would always start to sing, 

gnes seng the lead end I sang alto, when ths boys would wəke up they 
would say "we thoucht ve were in heeven'".. Grandma feng in the virst 
choir thet was orgenized in Heber. Aunt anie seid, "Our brothers were 
all grayc to us, “hen we were still quite young hey used to take us to 
the dances with then. Agnes loved to dence and che wes ə vonderiul 
waltzer, she was alfo the best Looxins girl in Heber.
